The proposal by United States 
Chief Delegate Warren R. Austin 
for temporary U.N. trusteeship 
over the strife-torn Holy Land was 
greeted with consternation in 
London, in Washington and among 
Jews throughout the world.

Officials of the American Red 
Cross said a preliminary survey 
showed there were 354 houses de- 
stroyed, 433 houses damaged and 
150 other buildings ed by 
the storm in Missouri and Illinois. 
An estimated 829 families suffered 
losses, a esman said, and on 
this basis the National Red Cross 

allocated $250,000 to meet first 

costs in the emergency.

Found Giving Away 


$1 Bills; Admit $347 Burglary 


Two small boys, attired in west- 
ern costumes, who attracted un- 
usual attention in Normandy last 
night by giving away $1 bills to 
other children, were rounded up 
at a movie and hauled off to the 
Sheriff's office at Clayton, where 
they admitted a $347 burglary. 

The pair, 11 and 12 years old 
respectively, started handing out 
money at a Normandy confection- 
ery about 7 p.m. After changing 
a $10 bill into ones, they handed 
out the smaller bills to a fast- 
growing circle of children in the 
store. 

After this display of generosity, 


the two, who wore new red som- 


breros and bright leather holsters, 
complete with cap pistols, ran 
gaily away and appeared next in 
front of the Normandy Theater, 
7324 Natural Bridge road. There 
they handed five $1 bills to chil- 
dren entering the theater. 

The theater manager, who has 
seen many free-spending cowboys 
on his screen, but never any out- 
side the theater, telephoned police. 
The “cowboys” were traced to the 
Savoy Theater, in Ferguson, where 
officers found them watching a 
movie. The 12-year-old submitted 
meekly and handed over $73 in 
bills. His 11-year-old friend dashed 


through the aisle and tossed away 
a billfold before an officer caught 
him, When the theater lights 
were turned on officers found the 
billfold, which contained $64. 

At the sheriff’s office, where 
they were questioned, the boys 
told Deputy Elmer Mueller they 
stole $220 in bills yesterday from 
the Home of Albert Schettler, 370 
St. Mary avenue, Florissant, which 
they entered through a basement 
window. One boy said he had 
been a visitor at the home and 
got the idea for the burglary 
when he saw Mrs, Schettler place 
money in a cream pitcher. 
„Following the burglary, the boys 
bought the cowboy outfits and 
spent some money for candy, ice 
cream and bus rides. Counting 
the $1387 recovered and the money 
spent and given away, Deputy 
Mueller figured that about $175 of 
the $347 loot was unaccounted for, 
The boys asserted they had been 
“strong-armed” by two larger 
boys, who took some of the money. 
They were divested of their cow- 
boy regalia at the sheriff's office 
and were placed in the Juvenile 
Detention Home, on the County 
Hospital grounds, pending a con- 
sultation with their parents. The 
11-year-old boy lives in St. Louis,

Building, 707 Market street, to 
706 Chestnut street. 

Complaint against their actions 
in the Franz estate, as miscon- 
duct, was filed as a disbarment 
proceeding in Supreme Court by 
the State Bar Advisory Commit- 
tee 
Report Sustains Main Charge. 

Rurak’s report sustained the 
main charge of the complaint, that 
the Buders, acting as counsel 
both for the trust estate of the 
late Mrs. Sophie Franz and for 
beneficiaries under that trust, 
“abused the confidence reposed 
in them by their clients,” by rep- 
resenting conflicting interests, 

The commissioner’s report, in 
effect, differentiated between the 
actions of the two Buders. G. A. 
Buder was a co-trustee of the 
trust estate, it was pointed -out, 
while the brothers, in the law firm 
of Buder & Buder, acted as coun- 
sel in managing the trust. G. A. 
Buder also was executor of the 
estate of Mrs. Franz, once valued 
at $30,000,000. ee Song 

“I find,” Rurak reported, “that 
G. A. Buder as executor improp- 
erly inserted assets and took out 
credit to himself in the estate of 
Sophie Franz.”

Arabs welcomed the erican 
proposal, Secretary-General Abdel 
Rahman Azzam Pasha of the sev- 
en-nation Arab League said in 
Lebanon that the Arabs might 
agree to a short, limited trustee- 
ship period. He said it might 
even be possible to reach agree- 
ment with the Jews, but asserted, 
“If they (the U.N.) are going 
shelve independence for Palestin 
indefinitely, then we will neve 
agree to that.”

Basis of Fortune. 

The estate grew out of the in- 
vestments of Ehrhardt D. Franz, 
St. Louis grocer, who died in 1898. 
He made G. A. Buder trustee, be- 
queathing to his wife, Sophie, a 
life interest in the estate, which 
was to pass to their 10 children 
thereafter. The fortune grew out 
of a modest investment in stock 
of the old American Arithmometer 
Co., which became the Burroughs 
Adding Machine Co.—a concern 
which brought wealth to many 
persons at one time. 


Mrs. Franz, who died in 1930, 
had a soh, G, A. Franz, made a co- 
trustee, with G. A, Buder, in 1907, 
the report showed. Then in 1909 
it was added, she conveyed to 
these two trustees the bulk of all 
her property, including her life 
share of her husband’s estate and 
what she held in her own name. 
Under this arrangement the trus- 
tees were required to employ Bu- 
der & Buder as counsel and Oscar 
Buder was designated as successor 
to either of the trustees, but both 
are still living. 

In filing an accounting suit 
against G. A. Buder two years ago, 
Oscar Buder charged that their 
law firm’s books were “in confu- 
sion” because of his brother’s 
transactions. They had been law

A statement, issued by the Co- 
lonial Office, said: 

“The new situation created by 
the United States proposal is now 
being studied in London. Nothing 
in the new situation affects the 
determination of His Majesty's 
Government to terminate the man- 
date not later than May 15 and 
withdraw all our troops by Aug. 1.” 

Spokesman Stresses Position. 

A Foreign Office spokesman, 
asked whether Britain would feel 
obliged to participate with other 
nations in a trusteeship, replied 
that this question would have to 
be studied. \ 

“We tried hard to avoid the dif- 
ficulties by a settlement which 
would be reasonable and accept- 
able to all inhabitants, both the 
Jews and the Arabs,” he said. “It 
has been our endeavor to bring 
about arrangements which would 
permit them to live and to work 
together. We stand by the prin-: 
ciple that a future settlement must 
be acceptable to both parties.” 

Asked whether there is any pos- 
sibility of a change in Britain's 
plans, the spokesman declared: 
“They remain our settled policy.”

Grib- 
ler dropped the envelope and ran, 
Capt, Cliffe said, and was cap- 
tured after a warning shot was 
fired. 

Gribler denied on the witness 
stand that he tried to extort 
money from Tomasso, He said he 
had requested a copy of his for- 
mer wife's divorce decree, and be- 
lieved the document was in the 
envelope Tomasso handed him, 
His second wife, Ruth Iona Grib- 
ler, who was arrested with him, 
was also charged with third de- 
gree robbery. She is awaiting trial.

The newly*appointed State 
Board of Training Schools “is off 
to a bad start” with “the night- 
mare that is Boonville growing 
worse and worse,” thé league 
said. 

“We are deeply moved that the 
chairman of the new board 
(Alfred Fleishman), a man we be- 
lieved to be particularly qualified 
for his important new post, should 
call the boys transferred to the 
penitentiary ‘thugs, thieves, mur- 
derers, potential murdtrers, men 
guilty of sex crimes and terror- 
ists’—‘Give a dog a bad name and 
hang him.’” 

The statement pointed out that 
Louis J. Sharp, former director 
of training schools, had said early 
in February that removal of 28 
to 30 boys would be necessary. 

Assail Mass Treatment. 

“Far be it from us to know how 
many boys in Boonville last Wed- 
nesday morning should have been 
transferred to Algoa or the peni- 
tentiary,” the league said. “We 
do not know, But we object with 
all our heart to mass treatment. 
It is sure to be maltreatment. We 
are bitterly: disappointed that the 
new board, including men of high 
repute, took hasty action upon a

The recent epidemic of measles gave 
us our first parental experience with 
childhood diseases, so we followed doc- 
tor’s orders—21 days’ quarantine in- 
doors for the child, and my husband 
and I did not go near other young chil- 
dren because it was possible to carry 
the in our clothes.

Noting that many children returned 
to school sooner, I wondered why the 
health department didn’t publish a few 
‘rules. After numerous phone calls, I 
have learned that the rules on commu- 
nicable diseases have just been “recod- 
ed.” City Hall tells me that for measles 
a week is sufficient, with no precau- 
tions by members of the family. A rep- 
resentative of the school health depart- 
ment informs me they tell the children 
to return to school five days after ap- 
pearance of the rash, and brothers and 
sisters may continue in school under 
daily observation. 

I don’t think I care to ask what the 
“recoded” quarantines are on other

A Defeat for Justice 


The Illinois Supreme Court has disappointed 
the hopes of many earnest students of the state’s 
trial-rights problem by its decisions in the Clar- 
ence Shoffner and Henry L. Wilson cases. These 
cases gave the Illinois Justices an opportunity to 
straighten themselves out in the light of the 
Tony Marino ruling of the United States Su- 
preme Court, which criticized Illinois sharply 
for not protecting the right of accused persons 
to assistance of counsel in trials. Instead of 
seizing the opportunity, the Illinois court again 


_ has sided with the mistaken past. 


In the Shoffner case, the Illinois Supreme 
Court sets up a private “blind alley“ all for that 
one defendant alone. 

‘steps: 

1, The court assumes the proposition that al- 
most everyone knows that trial rights include 
the right to be represented by counsel. Accept- 
ing this, it says that counge 
ter, with the obligation on 
when counsel is needed. 

2. The court goes to great lengths to demon- 
strate that it has been careful to order the ap- 
pointment of counsel for defendants who are not 
able to make an intelligent choice for themselves 
in the waiver of the right to be represented. 

3. The court takes note of an affidavit of 
Shoffner that when he was arrested in 1931 for 
an alleged theft of $10.50 worth of clothing he 
had not been to school and could not read or 
write and that “he was incapable adequately of 
making his own defense.” It does not say but it 
might well have said that had this information 
about Shoffner been in the record, his conviction 
would have been set aside. 

4. But the court concludes that since these de- 


defendant to say 


_ tails were not in the original record, they can- 


not be considered. It rules out the sworn affi- 
davit which establishes the fact that Shoffner 
was an illiterate person and so not competent to 
say yes or no as to his need for counsel. “The 
affidavit,” it says, “is not available to impeach 
the record.” 

In other words, the new essential material in- 
formation, which should have been in the record 
from the beginning, is shut out by court exclu- 
sion. Clarence Shoffner is stuck because he 
didn’t know any better. His trouble is that he 


Was ignorant and poor. 


There is a gap here which everyone can see, 
but the Illinois Supreme Court knows no way to 
close the gap. 

Is this not more of a measure of the Illinois 
court than it is of Clarence Shoffner, born in 
the hills of Kentucky and never in school until 
sentenced to prison? ‘ 

We think it is. We also think the Illinois 
Supreme Court will see its own rule changed. 
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Politicking With Mine Safety 

In demanding divorce of the Bureau of Mines 
from the Interior Department, John L. Lewis’s 
United Mine Workers’ Journal is playing at poli- 
tics when it should be working ‘at mine. safety. 

The meat of the matter is not whether the 
Bureau of Mines should be in or out of the In- 
terior Department, but whether, in or out, it 

have the authority to enforce safety regu- 
tions. 

Before the Centralia mine disaster on March 
25 of year, in which 111 miners were killed, 
the Bureau of Mines had a good safety code, but 
no power to enforce it. Enforcement was left 
up to the states, which, as the Centralia holo- 
caust showed, often meant no enforcement at all. 

Shocked by the Centralia episode, Congress 


enacted a bill giving the Bureau of Mines safety 


code the status of law. But it still left the bu- 


,reau without means of enforcement. 


Instead, however, of concentrating all efforts 
on obtaining federal enforcement of mine safety, 
Lewis and his Journal are traipsing off on a 
political side issue. Lewis hates Interior Secre- 
tary Krug. He opposes James Boyd as director 
of the Bureau of Mines, so Boyd’s nomination is 
still unconfirmed, though he has been serving 
since last August without pay. Lewis supports 
Dr. R. R. Sayers, who resigned as director of 
the bureau shortly after Centralia and is medi- 
cal director of the U.M.W. 

For these political reasons, Lewis scatters the 
shot he is firing-in behalf of federal mine safety 
regulation. He would be doing a better job for 
his miners, and for the country, if he would get 
back on the main target. 
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Donnell's Honorable Defeat 


Senator Donnell opposed a Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee when it voted to nullify the Su- 
preme Court's award of the California tidelands 
to the Federal Government. Forrest Donnell 
voted according to his well-known constitutional 
scruples. He also upheld the interest of the 
people of Missouri, whose stake in natiqnal oil 
reserves for the national defense is as great as 
anybody’s. In what way, really, doés Missouri’s 
interest differ from the interest of the over- 
whelming majority of Californians, Texans, Ok- 
lahomans and other Americans whose repre- 
sentatives in Congress are so eager to give up 
their interest? 
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Tragic Betrayal of Czech Unions 

How was it that the Communists could put 
over the seizure of Czechoslovakia so speedily 
and with such seemingly complete success? An 
explanation was given by Wallace R. Deuel in his 
analysis of intelligence reports from Prague, now 
under study in Washington. 

The first factor was the very large following 
of Communists, either by membership or as fel- 
low travelers, “by perfectly open, legal methods,” 
among Czech workmen. The second factor was 
control by this Communist influence of the 


' Czech labor unions which enjoy unusual powers 


under social reform legislation. Under these 
powers, the labor unions came to stand almost 
equal with the constitutional departments of 
the Government. A third factor was the develop- 
ment by the Communists of skill and ruthless- 
ness as a party organization and instrument of 
force, which controlled hiring and firing. 

This ruthlessness was exemplified by the es- 
pionage activities of Communist agents in labor 
meetings. Party agents went to meetings, se- 
cretly took moving pictures and thus recorded 
the showing of hands on Communist resolu- 
tions. These pictures are now the basis for the 
ousting of union members who opposed the 


Communist aggression. 


In short, the Communists are taking still an- 
other leaf from Hitler’s book. The Nazi dictator 
also moved into the unions. Once he had con- 
trol of them, he destroyed their form as well as 
their power. The purged Czech unions are on 
the way out. They may retain some semblance 
of themselves for a while, but they have lost 
their force for democracy.

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Mr. Marshall Makes It Plain 


Secretary Marshall’s address before an audi- 
ence at the University of California is notable 
for several reasons. He goes into even more de- 
tail than President Truman did in setting out 
proposals for halting the Russian march across 
Europe, He says the methods of the Commu- 
nists are “the duplication of the high-handed 
and caléulated procedure of the Nazi regime.” 
And he announces flatly that those countries 
which put the Communists in power will cut 
themselves off from American aid. 

The stricture in the last point is not a pleasant 
one. It is not the kind of condition Americans 
like to make. Yet we have no other choice. We 
cannot extend help on either a stopgap or a 
Marshall plan basis to a country which elects to 
go Communist or, does not resist “inclusion be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. If we did so we would 
invite defeat for the Marshall plan at the outset. 
We would disown its very own purpose. 

Moreover, the Communists have made a great 
point of saying that they do not wish Marshall 
plan help. Certainly such help will not be forced 
on any country. We owe it to the peoples of 
Europe to say that we are eager to assist them, 
but that such help is conditioned on their re- 
maining free from Russian control. 

Before Secretary Marshall spoke at Berkeley 
this policy was informally stated by Michael J. 
McDermott in answer to a question at a State 
Department press conference. The Post- 
Dispatch said at the time that it should be given 
the authority of a formal statement. We dare 
say that the Secretary’s words will soon find 
their way to Italy and other countries which are 
the coming testing grounds for the choice be- 
tween democracy and totalitarian rule in Europe. 
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False Alarm 


Those who see alarming resemblances between 
all kinds of public ownership and Russian Com- 
munism might consider the telephones of Argen- 
tina. They have been operating under a joint 
public-private corporation but the Government 
has taken full control and plans to nationalize 
them. The Peron regime is not exactly 
communistic. 

We want Peron-style government in the United 
States no more than we want the Stalin-style. 
But we ourselves have the parcel post, public 
schools, old-age insurance and other socialized 
institutions. And few Americans are really 
worried about it, because most people know that 
a fairly broad range of public enterprise is in- 
dispensable in any modern industrial society. 

The distinction between America and the po- 
lice states is only secondarily in the range of 
public ownership. Hitler ‘and Mussolini ruled 
with private“ enterprise. The crucial differ- 
ence is between popular control and dictatorial 
control. 

This is something to remember in the coming 
months, when political orators go a-campaigning 
with false alarms and pass blithely some real 
causes for concern, like the concentrated con- 
trol over private business in America. 
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The Train * West 


Only a little more than a year ago Scandinavia 
was showing almost servile submission to Rus- 
sia. Under pointed pressure, Sweden signed a 
trade pact assigning 10 to 15 per cent of the 
country’s exports to Russia, with liberal credits. 
From southern Denmark to the North Cape, 
Scandinavians eringed almost visibly at reports 
of rockets flying over their peninsula from the 
direction of the Russian-occupied Island of Peene- 
munde, off Germany’s Baltic coast. 

The Premiers of Sweden, Norway and Den- 
mark have now announced their intention to de- 
fend their.freedom against any outside aggres- 
sion and declared that the fate of their coun- 
tries is aligned with that of the Western democ- 
racies. Such has been the change since an- 
nouncement of the Marshall plan, the launching 
of Western European union and Russia's aggres- 
sion in the Balkans and against Czechoslovakia 
and Finland. 

As Senator Ture Nerman, a leader of Sweden's 
dominant Social Democratic party, expresses it: 


The train is going west. The only natural 

. course for Scandinavia is to join the West 

with Beyin's Great Britain as the leading 
power, 


The Social Democrats have set April 1-25 for 
a campaign to be waged against the Commu- 
nists in Sweden. Radio, newspapers, pamphlets, 
speeches: and debates will be used to give the 
Communist party a knockout blow. 

Moreover, Sweden is now planning to join 
the proposed Western European customs union, 
a thing it has not dared to do heretofore. 

Scandinavia’s denunciation of Communism is 
a spiritual as well as material advantage. For 
Scandinavia for decades has represented the 
most genuine and adyanced democracy on the 
European Continent. | 
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Television Becomes Mr. Pauley 

Edwin W. Pauley, the millionaire California 
oil man whose Washington career from the tide- 
lands scandal to the grain speculation scandal 
was one of uninterrupted public disservice, is 
planning to start a television station in San 
Francisco. He ought to be able to find plenty of 
program material for it in the career of Edwin 
W. Pauley, former nominee for Under Secretary 
of the Navy, former United States Reparations 
Commissioner, and former special assistant -to 
the Secretary of the Army. ; 

The television programs could show Mr. 
Pauley stammering out answers on both sides of 
questions at hts confirmation hearing before a 
Senate committee. They could show him being 
booted out by the same committée, They could 
show him responding to the President's denunci- 
ation of market speculation by making a killing 
in grain. These sequences would look as well in 
the ordinary black and white as in cdlor, for 
whatever his peccadilloes in public office Mr. 
Pauley hasn't blushed yet. 

The sequence could be called “Edwin W. 
Pauley in Tidelands Oil, or Slogging through the 
Marginal Sea with Gun and Campaign Contribu- 
tion;’” Edwin W. Pauley in the Grain Pits, or 
How to Make $1,000,000 and Public Office Si- 
multaneously,” Ete., Ete., Etc.

A bill to put teeth in Missouri's drivers’ 
license law was one of the first introduced 
in this assembly early last year. It came 
from Senator H. R. Williams, and has been 
widely regarded as a good bill. Still it 
hasn't passed the Senate, to say nothing of 
the House. 

Now persons interested in highway safe- 
ty are making a last-minute effort to stir 
interest. Unless strong opposition develops 
there should still be time for action. 


The bill is plain common sense. We don't 
know why anyone who believes in protect- 


ing lives should object to it. Everyone 


knows the present drivers’ license is no 
more than a card to carry a record of the 
driver’s traffic violations. There is nothing 
in the law to prevent an alcoholic, an 
epileptic or a complete fool from threaten- 
ing the lives of all the people he meets on 
the highways, 

The Williams bill is moderate. It would 
permit most drivers Who now have licenses 
to, continue driving without examination. It 
would start with examinations and driving 
tests (given by the Highway Patrol) to new 


drivers, the approach of most states. It 


means simply that starting from here the 
state can be assured that future drivers 
will know how to drive. In 10 years it 
should make considerable difference, 


Except for new drivers the bill would af- 
fect only the few. Alcoholics, epileptics and 
others with obvious disqualifications could 
be denied licenses, Where the application 
raised a real question of physical ability to 
drive, the Collector of Revenue would have 
the authority to require a driving test. And 
why not? If the person in question is able 
to drive in spite of some disability, he can 
prove it in one test and have done with it. 


The Missouri drivers’ license, like Kansas 
City’s automatic license, brings caustic com- 
ment whenever social conversation touches 
on motor car accidents, If a poll could be 
taken we will guess that at least 95 per 
cent of the public would favor examinations 


for driving licenses. 


In fact, the average person appears to 


put too much faith in the safety value of 
a2 good drivers’ license, 


The experience of 
other states shows that it is an aid to safe- 
ty, but only one of many-important sup- 
ports for good driving. Enforcement that 
suspends or revokes the licenses of acci- 
dent-prone drivers is still more important 
than original tests, The Williams bill is 
a little weak on the enforcement side, but 
it is a logical step toward better driving. 


Why should Missouri be one of the few 
states that fails to give the people on the 
highways even the most obvious protection?

the Critics

Eastern critics have been having a field 
day with the D’Oyly Carte Opera Company, 
now performing Gilbert and Sullivan operas 
in the United States for the first time since 
1939. They feel they have to criticize 


something—so they criticize the audience. , 


The audience is just obviously wild with 
enthusiasm over these skillful, ritualistic 
performances of 60- to 70-year-old non- 
sense. They want it with not a line, not 
a note, not a piece of stage “business” 
changed from the original tradition, which 
is exactly the way the D’Oyly Carte com- 
pany presents it. ‘ 

The critics gripe at this enthusiasm, 
which they do not share. They are pro- 
fessional reviewers who have seen every- 
thing and are a little weary of it all. They 
like the tunes and the obvious competence 
of the performers, but they find the plots 
and above all the jokes corny, and they 
find the raptures of the audience perverge 
and annoying. Grudgingly, they are will- 
ing to accept “The Mikado” and a few of 
the better-known operas as classics of a 
sort, but they resent “Patience and the 
Gondoliers.” 

Thus they miss the whole point. Gilbert 
and Sullivan not only wowed their Vic- 
torian contemporaries with just the right 


mixture of Victorian sweetness and acid 
commentary (both words and music)—they 
founded a cult. They created a “Great Au- 
dience,” an audience abounding in enthusi- 
astic connoisseurs who know every line 
and demand that it be just so, an audience 
which has long outlived its creators and 
the Victorian epoch. 


Singing and laughter should be immor- 
tal, though they rarely are. Most of the 
merry songs of “Merrie England” including 
“The Jolly Miller of the- Dee” sound like 
funeral dirges to us. Shakespeare’s jokes 
are simply painful to us a good geal of the 
time. Yesterday’s radio comics and day- 
before-yesterday’s popular songs are deader 
yet. 

Perhaps one day Gilbert and Sullivan 
will come to that—but it hasn’t happened 
yet. High school performances across the 
country supplement the perennial profes- 
sional revivals, and the splendid D’Oyly 
Carte record albums fill in the gaps of the 
D’Oyly Carte company’s tours. 


Much of their scenery was destroyed in 
a bomb-hit on London during the war. But 
not even the supposedly omnipotent New 


York drama critics can annihilate their 


matchless audience.

All of us, in many facets and aspects 
of our personalities, are “young” in the 
sense of being uninformed and inexperi-

But in the 
‘matter of informa- 
tion about, say, ocean 
currents, or the eth- 
nology of the people 
of Nicaragua, I can- 
not claim a mental 
age of more than 12.

He added: “I am of the opinion 
that principles and procedures 
long established in the company 
and essential to effective udver- 
tising have been departed from 
and that the company’s advertising 
results have suffered in cons 
quence,” , 
He described as his personal 
contribution to the company’s ad- 
vertising program, while his father 
headed the company, the fine to- 
bacco story and the chant of the 
tobacco auctioneer.

The Anglo-American press 
declared that Churchill remained in the United States because he 
wanted to await this development. It spoke of an Italian intention 


to capitulate unconditionally. 
Without telling us a single word 
about it in advance, Badoglio has 
offered unconditional surrender 
and concluded an armistice with 
the enemy powers. This armistice 
is to be effective immediately. Ei- 
senhower, who concluded the arm- 
istice, urged the Italians to chase 
the German troops out of the 


country. 

Toward 7 o’clock the Fuehrer 
telephoned me and requested that 
I come to GHQ the same night. 
He is incensed about dévelop- 
ments. Only a few hours before 
his unexampled treachery, Badog- 
lio informed our Counsellor of Le- 
gation, Dr. Rudolph Rahn, that he 
wasn’t thinking of leaving the 
fighting Axis front, and that we 
would still have occasion to see 
how an Italian general keeps his 
word. Well, now we certainly 
know how he does it! 

The Fuehrer, thank God! can 
rightly claim that he suffered no 
disappointment on the human side 
regarding Badoglio. Ever since 
Mussolini's exit we have antici- 
pated and expected this develop- 
ment. We therefore won't have 
to make essential changes in our 
measures, We can now set in mo- 
tion what the Fuehrer really 
wanted to immediately after Mus- 
solini’s fall, 

The Italians are deserting us 
in our most critical hour. But I 
suppose they realize fully that 
they have thereby chosen the 
most disgraceful political fate 
that history can record, They 


have lost face. Certainly one 
cannot break one’s word twice 
in the course of a quarter cen- 
tury without smirching one’s po- 
litical honor for all time to come. 


The Spanish Government is try- 
ing to revise its foreign policy 
drastically. Franco and the Span- 
ish people no longer believe in 
German victory and are there- 
fore inclining more and more to- 
ward the Anglo-Saxons. 

The theory now advanced by 
official Spanish circles is nothing 
short of funny. They really earn- 
estly believe that, assuming the 
Reich were no longer the out- 
standing bulwark against Bolshe- 
vism in Europe, the English 
would award this position to 
Spain, of countries. Proceed- 
ing from tHis assumption, Franco 
thinks that his position vis-a-vis 


secure one. 

There is no subterfuge that is 
too foolish for a cowardly person 
to use in rationalizing his cow- 
ardice. Franco would be surprised 
at what would happen to him if 
such a development actually oc- 
curred. Be that as it may, we 
haven’t much influence in Spain 
at present.

The Fuehrer is somewhat wor- 
ried lest the English now at- 
tempt an invasion in the West.

Our endeavor must 
therefore be to beat back any 
invasion attempt of the English 
and the Americans by our very 
first blow. Under no circum- 
stances must they gain a footing. 

The Fuehrer is pretty hopeful 
about our possibilities, even 
though he is naturally some- 
what worried, ... 

The Fuehrer expected the 
Anglo-American invasion at- 
tempt to come in The Nether- 
lands. We are weakest there, 
and the population would be 
most inclined to give the neces- 
sary local support to such an 
undetaking. As everybody 
knows, the Dutch are the most 
insolent and obstreperous people 
people in the entire West. 

The exceptionally heavy bomb- 
ing attacks which the English 
have launched against the west- 
ern lines of communication for 
some days are rather suspicious. 
Could it be that this is the pre- 
lude to an attempt at invasion? 

The fleet, too, has repeatedly 
come up close to the European 
western coast, has started some 
fireworks, but has always left 
again according to schedule. 

The time of the year is the 
best imaginable for an invasion 
in the West. But only a short 
time remains; after that the 
weather will again be less favor- 
able for that sort of undertaking. 

We must therefore wait and 
see. That gnaws at one’s nerves, 
especially when one considers 
that we cannot face such a situ- 
ation with absolute assurance 
and preparedness. 


The situation in the East con- 
tinues to be extremely critical. 
Nevertheless, the Fuehrer. be- 
lieves that he will succeed in 
mastering it. It means, of 
course, that we shall have to 
withdraw to a line lying far 
back; namely, that of the Dnie- 
per. The retreat is to take place 
in a very orderly manner 


I asked the Fuehrer whether 
anything might be done with 
Stalin sooner or later, He said 
not for the moment. 

That is right, of course, con- 
sidering the critical situation in 
the East. And, anyway, the 
Fuehrer believes it would be 
easier to make a deal with the 
English ‘than with the Soviets. 
At a given moment, the Fuehrer 
believes, the English would come 
to their senses. But I can’t see 
that for the present.

Submarine warfare seemed 
somewhat more premising to him.

“Today the United States shocked 
the world by abandoning her sup- 
port of the United Nations deci- 
sion to partition Palestine,” he 
said, 

Wallace said that unless Ameri- 
cans “keep our word and carry 
out decisions once arrived at,” the 
United States stands to lose all 
“the great moral leadership” it 
held at the end of the last war. 

He asserted that the charge of 
Communism against Administra- 
tion critics was a red herring de- 
signed to confuse the electorate. 

„Mr. Truman has done what 
other professional politicians have 
done before him—he has given the 
Communists credit for all the de- 
cent ideas which are advocated in 
this land of ours, 

“I don't like to have the Presi- 
dent give them credit for ideas 
that come from Isaiah and Christ, 
from Jefferson and Lincoln.

Another amendment to be made 
would state that nothing in the 
bill is intended to repeal or 
modify the Reclamation Act. A 
third change is designed to pro- 
tect federal mineral leases on 
lands of the public domain be- 
neath non-navigable streams, 
where such lands have not already 
been turned over to the states. 

The quitclaim bill, approved by 
the subcommittee by a two-to-one 
vote, would nullify a Supreme 
Court decision of last June 23 
awarding the Federal Government 
full domain over the marginal belt 
off the coast of California. If 
passed by Congress, the measure 
faces almost certain veto by Pres 
ident Truman, who vetoed a simi- 
lar bill two years ago. 

Senator Moore has denounced 
the Supreme Court ruling as the 
“most monstrous” ever to come 
from the tribunal. The quitclaim 
bill is opposed by Secretary of De- 

orrestal, Attorney General

Later, he said, he found the wal- 
let, but it was empty. 

The five churches of the com- 
munity were destroyed, and all 
business houses, with the excep- 
tion of one saloon, were wrecked 
to such an extent that they could 
not be opened for business. A 
bronze statue of Abraham Lincoln 
in the town square was knocked 
from its pedestal. The head was 
knocked off in the fall. The 
statue was left lying in the street, 
but someone placed the head on 
the pedestal. 

Thirteen persons were killed in 
the storm in Bunker Hill. 

Like a Ghost Town. 

In Fosterburg, a community of 
about 150 inhabitants, six were 
killed and about 50 were injured. 
Only a few of the 100 homes in 
the town remained standing to- 
day. It looked like a ghost town, 
with splintered tree trunks point- 
ing skyward arid wreckage litter- 
~~ one main street.

ship supervisor, told Red Cross of- 
ficials that he thinks few of the 
homeless there have enough in- 
surance to replace their homes. 

Personnel from Fifth Army 
Headquarters in Chicago set up 
field kitchens in Fosterburg and 
fed the people Army rations on 
mess kits. The Red Cross brought 
sound trucks into the area to co- 
ordinate instructions on welfare 
and on clean-up work.

day as a combination dining room, 
dormitory and canteen center.

Plan to Get Around Vete. 


Austin anticipated Russian op- 
position, but is understood to feel 
that the program is veto-proof, It 
was conceded that Gromyko might 
exercise the big power veto in the 
Council to stop any of Austin’s 
three requests. However, alternate 
routes were open. 

If Russia blocks a Council call 
for the General Assembly special 
session, the United States or any 
other nation can quickly ask for 
and have the 57 members polled. 
If Gromyko holds up Council ac- 
ceptance of trusteeship and the 
stand-by instructions to the Pales- 
tine commission, the Council could 
be by-passed and the issues taken 
to the full Assembly. 

Proposals need seven of the 11 
Council votes and two-thirds of 
the 57 Assembly votes to pass. The 
United States is said to feel it 


could muster enough ballots either 


place. The support of China and 
France already appeared to be 
likely. There is no veto in the 
Assembly. 

A special session of the Assem- 
bly would cost about $150,000, It 
would be held at Flushing Meadow. 
The only previous special session 
was held last year from April 28 
to May 15 on the Palestine issue 
at Britain’s specific request. 

The United States hopes the As- 
sembly will be convened by the 
first week in April, considerably 
before Britain gives up its man- 
date May 15.

Kingdom further stated that his 
government had no suggestions 
to make with regard to means by 
which the Jews and Arabs of 
Palestine might be brought to- 
gether although successful efforts 
in this direction would be wel- 
comet. 

Representatives of the Jewish 
Agency (for Palestine) stated 
that the Jews of Palestine accept 
the partition plan. The agency 
claimed that the plan represents, 
however, an irreducible minimum 
for the Jews of Palestine since 
it already involves a great reduc- 
tion in what they consider their 
rightful claims.

HAVE a daughter age 15. I allow her to go places with 
the group she belongs to in her school. I made the ruling 


that she must not go on school nights, and weekends never 


return later than 11:30 when she dates. But she has taken 
advantage of me and some- 
times it is as late as 2 a.m. 
when she gets home, while 
I have walked the floor 
and worried for two hours. 
Always she has a wonder- 
ful excuse cooked up. 
Lately she tells lies about 
where she goes and with 
whom so that I scarcely 
dare believe anything she 
Says any more. What 
makes her behave this 
way? We have always 
_ been very close, arid when she was younger I never left her by 
herself, always took her with, me when I went out. What 
shall I do? MRS. V. 


It is good for mother and, daughter to be close, of course. 
But there is such a thing as keeping a child too closely tied to 
you. In this event she will sometimes revolt and attempt to go 
her own way on the first opportunity. Perhaps your daughter 
is just temporarily trying out a little independence. But she 
must be made to realize that when she makes an agreement 
it must be kept, and if it is not, the result will be a withdrawal 
of privileges, Usually a child will lie when put on the defensive, 
or when she knows she has been in the wrong. She should 
realize that being untruthful will shake your faith in her more 
quickly than anything else, and that if she wants to be “trusted 
she must act above-board. You are quite right in allowing 
her to be part of a teen-age crowd but if it is a crowd that 
tends to keep as late hours as your daughter has been keeping, 
she will do well to go with others whose mothers have better’ 
judgment regarding such matters.

An lil-year-old boy should not cry so easily. Perhaps he is 
not physically up to par, and a visit to the doctor would 
correct this tendency to facile tears. Or it may be that without 
realizing it, he has always been jealous of his younger brother 
and the attention given him, to some extent. Now that he has 
a stepfather there is another conflict, another person with 
whom to share his mother’s attention and love, and his conduct 
is his protest. The little boy may simply be imitating the con- 
duet of his older brother when he acts contrary and refuses to 
mind. Or he also may be feeling the same way with regard 
to sharing your affection with the new father, however nice he 
may be to the boys, Try to make them understand that they 
have gained a father, another person to love them and have 
their interests at heart. Impress on them that they have not 
lost one mite of your affection and try to see to it that your 
attention is dispensed equally all ‘round.

BUT SUPPOSE you had been born crippled in mind or 
body, helplessly handicapped from the start? 

Supose you had been created in ignorance and misery and 
that yours was a heritage of weakness and fear, laziness, 
etupidity and profound discouragement? 

Suppose you had never seen a beautiful or inspiring thing 
in your life. Suppose you were as surely an outcast as any 
branded leper or suppose you had a dying wife—dying slowly 
by inches from cancer; or a sick and hungry kid. 

Robert Louis Stevenson was the gentlest of souls, yet fate 
had treated him harshly. From childhood he was ‘afflicted 
with tuberculosis. He searched the world seeking a cure and 
out of that physical and moral agony he wrote these words:

NUMBER of recent observa- 
A tions of both men and women 
food shoppers seem to indi- 
cate that a number of people let 
color prejudice them in making 
their selections. They pass up the 
heaps of lovely fresh, crisp, green 
celery and choose the white or 
golden blanched celery instead. 
This leads one to assume these 


“shoppers believe the green is in- 


ferior and that perhaps the grow- 
er dumped onto the market un- 
blanched celery which has green- 
ish puckery flavor and stringy, 
coarse texture. The truth is that 
green celery is a great achieve- 
ment in the development of new 
varieties. The best known variety 
of the green type is Giant Pascal. 
It is very crisp, tender, and has a 
sweet, nut-like flavor. It has 
strings but they are not tough, 
but brittle and edible. Another 
high ranking succulent green va- 
riety is the Emperor which re- 
sembles the Giant Pascal but the 
stalks are not so large. 

Those most skillful judges of 
celery quality generally consider 
the green types of celery superior 
to the self-blanching types. While 
many growers bank their green 
celery with soil before it is cut 
for storage, the soil does not have 
the blanching effect on the outer 
layer of branches in the stalk as 
it does dn the self-blanching va- 
rieties. The lovely green color does 
not fade unattractively in cooked 
dishes such as stews and soups 
that are low in acid content. And 
where raw celery is needed for 
making salads, it adds beauty to 
combinations that have little col- 
or, such as.in Waldorf, chicken 
and tuna salad. 

„Pear Waldorf. 

Two large Bartlett pears, chilled, 
cut into one-half inch cubes (about 
2 cups), two to four teaspoons 
lemon juice, one cup chopped Pas- 
cal celery, four tablespoons coarse- 
ly chopped walnuts, one-half cup 
mayonaise, one-half teaspoon sug- 
ar, one-eighth teaspoon salt, let- 
uce cups. 

Place pear cubes in bowl. Toss 
with lemon juice. Add celery and 
nuts. Mix mayonnaise, sugar and 
salt thoroughly. Combine with 
pears. Toss lightly. Heap into let- 
tuce cups. Serve immediately. 
Four servings. 

Pineapple Waldorf Salad. 

Eight slices pineapple, well 
drained, chilled (one and one-half 
cups), one cup Pascal celery, four 
tablespoons chopped walnuts, one- 
half cup mayonnaise, one teaspoon 
sugar, one-eighth teaspoon salt, 
lettuce cups. 7 

Combine pineapple, celery and 
walnuts. Mix mayonnaise, sugar 
and salt thoroughly. Mix with 
pineapple mixture, tossing lightly. 
Heap into lettuce cups. Serve im- 
mediately.

UCCESSFUL play in today’s 
8 deal could not have been much 

easier than it was, but the de- 
clarer committed a particular type 
of error that is to be seen at thou- 
sands of .bridge tables. 

South, dealer. 

Both sides —— 
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West opened the jack of spades, 
and declarer won with dummy’s 
ace in order to lead a trump to- 
ward the closed hand. East 
stepped up with the ace of hearts 
and shot back the queen of 
spades. South put up the king, 
and West ruffed. After that, no 
matter how South played, he was 
bound to lose a club and another 
spade trick, so the contract was 
hopeless, 

South made his mistake when 


he won the first trick with dum- 


my’s ace of spades. He knew that 
East had bid spades at the level 
of two, vulnerable, on a suit lack- 
ing the ace, king and jack. What 
could be more logical than that 
East had a six-card suit? That 
would leave West with only one 
spade. In other words, South 
should have foreseen the ruff be- 
cause of the information given 
him in the bidding. 

Correct play was to win the 
‘first trick with the spade king in 
the closed hand. Declarer would 
then lead a diamond to dummy’s 
king in order to return a trump. 
If immediately put up the 
trump ace in order to return a 


spade, West could ruff, if he felt. 


like it, but dummy would then re- 
tain the spade ace. Thereafter, 
declarer could gain the lead, draw 
trumps, and win a trick with the 
spade ace. The important thing 
was to make it impossible for 
West to kill one of declarer’s high 
spades by ruffing.
